ARRANGEMENT AND CARE OF A 
STOCK OF SECOND-HAND BOOKS.* 
THE arrangement and care of a stock of 

old books do not differ much from the ar- 
rangement ef a stock of current books, ex- 
cept that a dealer in old books will very likely 
always find it convenient to keep books of a 
certain class together. The collector, being 
mterested in swhjects, will not care to take up 
his time in “browsing” through the booksell- 
¢r's stock to fimd what he knows he exactly 
wants. After he has exhausted the divisions 
allotted to the books in which he is interested, 
he may be tempted to devote his spare time 
to the remainder of the bookseller’s stock— 
but rarely until then. 

Whenever possible, especially if room per- 
mits, books should be placed regularly upright 
on the shelves, and not piled up on their 
sides, even if a little space may be saved by 
such a proceeding. It will happen more fre- 
quently than is supposed by the beginner 
that the desired book in such a pile is always 
at the bottom, and to get at it will necessitate 
the upsetting of the whole pile, and subse- 
quent loss of time in its rearrangement. Some 
booksellers arrange their stock alphabetically 
by authors, others by the numbers the books 
bear in their catalogues, etc.; but, for the 
reasons already given, most booksellers prefer 
'O arrange their stock by subjects, depending 
"on their stock-lists for author and number 
When books are ordered from catalogues.

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The arrangement and careof a stock of books 
generally, including the building of shelves 
and drawers, etc., having already been cir- 
cumstantially described in “The Profession of 
Bookselling,” Part 1, pp. 25-31, a reference 
to that chapter must suffice.

in a later chapter. 
importance that every book be kept in sight, 
and that the most careful handling of the 
stock should be insisted upon, because when 
a number of volumes of a set are doubled up, 
that is, placed behind their fellows standing in 
the front row, some of the books may be 
shifted from the place where they were in- 
tended to stand, or fall through to a lower 
shelf, and thus cause loss of time when they 
are wanted and sometimes loss of a sale when 
they cannot be readily found. The same will 
happen if the bookseller or his assistants do 
not watch their stock carefully after a cus- 
tomer has pulled out any number of books and 
either has left them on a ledge or some other 
convenient resting place, or, what is sometimes 
worse, has replaced them on the shelves him- 
self. A book misplaced through such a cause 
may miss a chance of being sold for months 
unless it is discovered and put in its right 
place at once. A bookseller thoroughly ac- 
quainted with his stock, if he trains himself 
to attend to such a detail immediately after a 
fussy customer leaves his shop, would be 
likely to miss a given book from its proper 
place at once, and so trace it then and there; 
whereas if he neglected such a duty he might 
assume, when another customer called for 
such a book later, and the book were not in 
its place, that it had probably been disposed 
of, and so he might lose a sale. If months or 
years after he should by accident come across 
it again, the book may have lost considerably 
in value. As an illustration of this we 
recall a characteristic note in one of the 
late Charles L. Woodward’s catalogues call- 
ing attention to a book which he was offer- 
ing at a much lower price than he had asked 
for it a year or two before, ascribing it to 
the fact that in some unwatched moment 
a disorderly person had probably removed it 
from its proper place on the shelf and stuck 
it in somewhere else, where it remained for- 
gotten until its timeliness and value had both 
shrunken. 

Rare books and manuscripts will of course 
be kept in safes or in dry fire-proof vaults. 
Books in fine bindings and other treasures 
may be displayed in locked showcases, lined 
with velvet or other soft material, and should

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be handled as little and as carefully as pos- 


sible. 


Folios and other unwieldy books, unless 
there should be sufficiently broad and high 
shelves at the bottom, should be kept sep- 
arately, preferably laid flat on their sides, or 
in drawers. Separate plates, portraits, views 
and other illustrations are kept in drawers, in 
portfolios properly classified, and as nearly as 
possible in alphabetical order to make them 


available for ready reference. 


The shop and stock should be kept well 
ventilated and well swept and dusted, as 
dampness and dust are two of the great ene- 
mies of books. The stock, especially the 
more valuable books, should be regularly 
dusted and from time to time, especially in 
the spring and fall, a general house-cleaning 
would be in order, even if an overhauling of 
the entire stock is not practicable. In these 
days of electric lighting and steam heating 


danger ‘from fire is less to be feared. Where 


these are not available every precaution must 


be taken by guarding gas flames and stoves, 
and placing these as far from the books as 
possible, or, better still, by dispensing with 
them altogether whenever natural light is suf- 
ficient and the weather permits. Indeed, as 
gas and dry air seriously injure leather bind- 
ings, it will be well to keep the room in which 
books are kept at a lower rather than at a 
higher temperature, and to invent a system of 
ventilation that will keep the air, especially 
that at the ceilings, pure and cool. Besides 
this, the whole store should be thoroughly 
aired early in the morning and just before 
closing time in the evening. 

Rats, mice, worms and other vermin must 
also be guarded against systematically. Traps 
will probably be effective against rats and 
mice; if not, a cat might prove a helpful aid 
in keeping them away. For obvious reasons, 
poisons should not be used in getting rid of 
these pests. The smaller vermin may best be 
dealt with by the frequent inspection of the 
better class of books, by the careful use of 
substances offensive to these pests, such as 
benzine, turpentine, camphor, etc., which may 
be placed upon cloths or sponges and laid 
upon the backs of the shelves, or by dusting 
them occasionally with an insecticide like 
pyrethrum, which is perfectly harmless to the 
human system though a powerful destroyer 
of insects. Against the two-legged pest, the 
book thief, eternal vigilance is the only rem- 
edy, and even that is not always a specific. 
Strangers with bundles, “grips,” dress suit 
cases and other receptacles, and those with 


cloaks or loose coats with capacious pockets 
should be closely watched. It would always 
be well, as a matter of courtesy, to relieve 
visitors of their impedimenta and temporarily 
care for these until they depart. This would 
prevent a dishonest caller from filling bogus 
bundles or the “grips” and suit cases with 
books that the bookseller can ill afford to lose. 
An honest man would take no offence, and as 
for the dishonest man, his feelings need not 
be considered. An unknown customer who 
may display a weakness for lengthy inspec- 
tions of rare illustrated books will also bear 
watching, because “for ways that are dark 
and for tricks that are vain,” the book thief 
who may want certain plates and rare illus- 
trations “is peculiar.” 





Seymour Eaton, of Booklovers’ Library 
fame, who has recently devoted his advertis- 
ing and organizing genius to the insurance 
controversy as the Secretary of the Interna- 
ticnal Policyholders’ Committee, at a sub- 
stantial salary, tendered his resignation last 
week, to take effect immediately. His own 
statement of the case is as follows: 

“When I accepted this position I believed this 
movement to be righteous, unselfish, public-spirited, 
and in the best interest of the great body of policy- 
holders. I have been outspoken in giving publicity to 
this opinion. I feel that I now owe it to you and 
to the other eminent gentlemen whom I invited to 
serve on this committee as well as myself and to the 
policyholders that I be just as frank and as fearless in 
expressing my present convictions by a prompt and 
positive resignation.” 

The committee under Mr. Eaton’s inspira- 
tion seems to have undertaken not only to 
manage the Mutual and New York fights, but 
to have started a list of policyholders in all 
mutual companies, most of which have not 
been affected by the recent scandals. The 
policyholders who have watched Mr. Eaton’s 
“righteous, unselfish and public-spirited” ca- 
reer in relation with the Booklovers and 
Tabard Inn fiascos may now breathe easier.

THE ALDEN “WAY OUT.” 

To the Editor of The Publishers’ Weekly. 

Dear Six: In answering Mr. Sherwood’s 
discussion of the “Way Out,” in your issue of 
the 11th inst., I will omit any argument as to 
rhetoric and punctuation, as not being ma- 
ent is a part of the settled policy of the 
A. P. A. to encourage the small dealer, then 
of course they have what they want, and the 
entire fraternity is being gradually and cer- 
tainly brought down to that “small” condi- 
tion, except as bookselling becomes only in- 
cidental. 

As to the Frank Lovell scheme, there prob- 
ably never will be any plan devised to pre- 
vent “agents” breaking their contracts, nor of 
preventing others from “suborning” them to 
do so, as Mr. Sherwood illustrates. 

But Mr. Sherwood seems pretty fairly to 
acknowledge the success of the Lovell effort 
to protect his agents, by his expression of ig- 
norance of the existence of the two following 
successful books of the series. I think Mr. 
Sherwood can be safely left in Mr. Lovell’s 
hands. 

I think also Mr. Lovell may be trusted to 
improve somewhat upon his scheme to the ex- 
tent of recognizing the probability that no 
single dealer can possibly cover successfully 
so large a field as Greater New York, and 
that he can easily sell twice as many bocks 
by compelling Mr. Wanamaker either to him- 
self cover the ground by sub-agents, properly 
distributed, or making his Wanamaker ccn- 
tract subject to Lovell’s, otherwise adequately 
covering the territory while protecting Mr. 
Wanamaker, so that either a man so enter- 
prising as Mr. Sherwood will be certain to 
occupy the position of sub-agent or that of 
gcneral agent, with Mr. Wanamaker as “sub.” 

As to Alphonse, Gaston and the snowball, 
[ will leave them to take care of one another, 
but as in the little “Alden experiment” of 
twenty-five years ago, the dull summer days 
of June, July and August were sprinkled 
thickly with telegrams from the best book- 
sellers of the country to secure his “exclusive 
local agency” for his one little line, I imagine 
that when the A. P. A. enters the field, seek- 
ing exclusive local agents, they will have no 
great difficulty in finding competent persons. 

I will aad further that the “Way Out” is 
not claimed as an “invention,” but only as an 
«pplication to the publishing business of 
methods long familiar in other lines of trade, 
as Mr. Waterland, in the same issue of your 
Paper, sensibly points out.

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JOHANN MartIN ScHLEYER, the inventor of 
volapiik, on the 18th of July celebrated the 
anniversary of his seventy-fifth birthday at 
Censtance, where he has been settled for 
twenty-one years. Father Schleyer, who is 
master of eighty languages and dialects, even 
to-day is busily engaged in elaborating his 
world-language. Besides publishing his va- 
rious grammars and text books on volapiik, 
Father Schleyer has also edited several re- 
ligious anthologies and founded a monthly 
devoted to religious poetry, entitled Die 
Stonsharfe. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 


Miss E. DENROCHE died on August Io, at 
Belmont, N. Y., aged sixty-eight. Miss Den- 
roche was well known to thousands of the 
beok and news trade through her efforts to 
better their conditions. She was especially 
active and emphatic in her protest against the 
freight charges of the American News Com- 
pany, and her intelligent methods of inquiry 
carried weight and influence. Her father was 
a bookseller of note in Dublin and London 
half a century ago. Miss Denroche leaves a 
library of many scarce and valuable oid Irish 
books. 


FRANZ J. FREIHERR V. LIPPERHEIDE, the well- 
known author and publisher, died on July 30 
at Berlin. Von Lipperheide was born July 22, 
1838, at Berleburg, Westphalia. In 1865 he 
established himself in the publishing business 
in Berlin. Among the more important publi- 
cations of his firm are Die Modenwelt and 
lliustrirte Frauenzeitung. Von Lipperheide 
wrote and compiled “Lieder und Sagen vom 
Rhein,” “Lieder zu Schutz und Trutz,” 
“Gaben deutscher Dichter aus der Zeit des 
Krieges in den Jahren ’70-’71,” “Mustersamm- 
lung von Holzschnitten aus englischen, nord- 
amerikanischen, franzdsischen und deutschen 

lattern,” etc. He was the founder of the 
fine collection of books on costumes, (12,000 
vclumes and 30,000 plates,) now in the Kunst- 
gewerbemuseum in Berlin. 


Tue German booktrade has sustained a 
heavy loss in the death on July 27 of L. W. F. 
Otto Miihlbrecht, of the Berlin publishing 
firm of Puttkammer & Miihlbrecht. Mr. 
Mihlbrecht was born in Braunschweig, Feb- 
ruary 28, 1838. After graduating from the 
Braunschweig Gymnasium, he served his ap- 
prenticeship in the book business of Bock & 
Co. in his native city. His journeyman’s ser- 
vice was spent in the employ of Vandenhoeck 
& Ruprecht at Gottingen, at the Universitats 
buchhandlung in Kiel, with Melbus & Co. at 
Elberfeld, at Amsterdam, London and Parts, 
In 1866 he returned to Leipzig, where he took 
charge of the foreign department of T. O 
Weigel, and later was connected with B. Behr 
at Berlin. In 1868 he founded, in Berlin, with 
Albert Puttkammer, the firm of Puttkammer 
& Miihlbrecht, publishers of scientific works. 
Mr. Miihlbrecht was active—in fact a pioneer 
—in the various copyright movements in Ger- 
many, both in person and with his pen. He 
compiled a valuable bibliography of legal lit- 
erature entitled “Wegweiser durch die neuere 
Literatur der Rechts-und Staatswissen- 
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schaften,” in 36 volumes, and wrote works on 
the history of the booktrade in Germany and 
in Holland; on Beethoven and his works, etc. 
His most important contribution to the his- 
tory of book collecting was “Biicherliebhaberei 
[Bibliophilie, Bibliomania] am Ende des 19. 
Jahrhunderts,” which appeared first in 1896 
and in a revised edition in 1898. Mr. Muhl- 
brecht will be remembered by visitors to the 
various international copyright and publish- 
ers’ congresses as a man of impressive per- 
sonality, over six feet tall, endowed with va- 
ried and deep knowledge, yet modest te a de- 
gree, courteous and easy of access. 


GrorGE Ror Lockwoop, one of four genera- 
tions of publishers who were in business in 
Connecticut and New York for upwards of 
one hundred years, died on August 12, at Mys- 
tic, Conn., aged eighty-five, having been born 
in Bridgeport, Conn., March 31, 1822. He en- 
tered Yale at a very early age, but was obliged 
to give up his studies on account of ill health, 
and at the age of twenty entered his father’s 
business. His business was founded in 1798, 
in Bridgeport, by his grandfather, Lambert 
Lockwood, 2d, who removed to New York 
City in 1816 and established himself on 
Canal Street. One of his sons, Roe Lock- 
wood, the father of George Roe Lockwood, 
succeeded to the business and continued it 
at 411 Broadway, near Lispenard Street, 
until 1862, when the junior partner of the 
firm of Roe Lockwood & Son, (George 
Roe Lockwood,) succeeded to the entire man- 
agement of the business, and for years con- 
tinued it at 812 Broadway under the firm name 
of George R. Lockwood. In 1881 Mr. Lock- 
wood admitted his son, Richard B., one of the 
fourth generation of Lockwoods to enter the 
book business, and the firm became George R. 
Lockwod & Son. In 1888 George R. Lock- 
wood retired and the firm went out of exist- 
ence. Mr. Richard B. Lockwood continued in 
the book business until 1890, and since then has 
been engaged in other lines. The Lockwoods, 
from the start, were booksellers rather than 
publishers, their publishing being confined to 
text books, among which their French and 
Spanish school books by Robertson, Del Mar 
and Chouquet, and their series of Ollendorff’s 
manuals for Spanish and French students, 
edited by Francisco J. Vingut were especially 
popular. Mr. Lockwood from 1840 to 1861 
interested himself in the reissues of Audu- 
bon’s “Birds of America,” reproducing a se- 
lection of 140 plates from the first edition in 
colored lithographs, of which three editions 
were printed, and a similar reissue of Audu- 
bon and Bachmann’s “Viparious Quadrupeds 
of North America.” The lithographic stones 
from which these editions were printed were 
destroyed in a fire that consumed the building 
in Philadelphia where they were stored. Mr. 
Lockwood was in every sense of the word a 
Christian gentleman who had a host of friends 
in business and social circles. He held the 
office of elder, and was treasurer for upwards 
of forty years in the University Place Presby- 
terian Church and of the old Mercer Street 
Church, positions held by his father before 
him, and was a Ruling Elder of the church in 
New York City up to the time of his death. 








Mrs. Peart Mary TERESA CRAIGIE, beiter 
known as “John Oliver Hobbes,” the author 


and dramatist, was found dead in her bed in 
her London house, on the morning of August 
13. Mrs. Craigie, who was in apparently per- 
fect health, left her home on the Isle of Wicht 
on the 12th inst. to keep an engagement in Lon- 
don. Mrs. Craigie was born in Boston, Mass. 
November 3, 1867, and was educated under pri- 
vate tutors in this country, at Paris and at th 
University College, London. Mrs. Craigie 
was the daughter of John Morgan Richards 
and Laura Hortense Arnold. Her father was 
the son of the Rev. Dr. James Richards, of 
New York, and her mother was the grand- 
daughter of Peter Spearwater, who repre- 
sented Sherbourne in the Colonial Parliament 
at Halifax for twenty-five years. On one of her 
visits abroad Miss Richards met and married 
Reginald Walpole Craigie, a grandson of Col- 
onel Craigie, of the Bengal Military Board. At 
the time of her marriage she was only 19 years 
old. In the next four years she suffered much 
unhappiness, and in 1895 obtained a divorce, 
returning to her father’s house. In 1892 she 
was received into the Roman Catholic Church. 
The question of religion having been settled, 
it occupied her intensely for two years after 
her divorce. She had written a little and her 
writings under the name of John Oliver 
Hobbes had been admired. Within the next 
two years she had written three plays, all of 
which were successes. From the day of her 
decision, until her death, to make literature 
her life-work, she was seldom idle. Book 
after book and play after play flowed from 
her pen. On her last visit to America she 
lectured on literary subjects, and after 
her return to England she delivered sev- 
eral lectures on “America’s Worship of 
Wealth.” Among Mrs. Craigie’s works were: 
“The Sinner’s Comedy,” “Some Emotions and 
a Moral,” “A Bundle of Life,” “The Ambas- 
sador,”’ a play; “Journey‘s End in Lover’s 
Meeting,” a one-act play written for Ellen 
Terry; “The Gods, Some Mortals, and Lord 
Wickingham,” “The Herb Moon,” “School for 
Saints,” “Osborn and Ursyne,’ a tragedy in 
three acts; “Robert Orange,” “The Serious 
Wooing,” “Love and the Soul Hunters,” 
“Tales About Temperaments,” “Imperial In- 
dia,” “The Vineyard,” “The Flute of Pan,” 
and “The Wisdom of the Wise.”

gary, Portugal, Roumania, Russia, Switzer- 
land and Sweden. The directory is arranged 
in three sections: (1) alphabetically under 
countries, (2) by specialties, and (3) alpha- 
betically by firm name, so that, whether one de- 
sires to know what dealers are in Belgium, or 
in some other country, or makes a specialty of 
works on fine arts, etc., or where a certain 
dealer in old books resides, the book gives a 
ready answer under the three heads. As a 
first attempt the book is remarkably free from 
errors, though now and again, in the foreign 
lists as well as in that of this country, it is 
apparent that the compiler depended upon sec- 
ond-hand information and so was misled. The 
list of dealers in old books in the United States 
might easily be improved by omitting such 
firms as Baker, Voorhis & Co., Matthew Bender
